3.1 Furthermore, the application does not meet the 

requirements of PCT Article 6. because claims 1-15 
are not clear. 



3.2 Claim 4 does not meet the requirements of PCT 
Article 6, as the subject matter for which 
protection is sought is not defined. The claim is 
worded in such a way that its subject matter is 
defined by the result to be obtained. The wording 
used here is not acceptable, because it seems 
possible to define the claimed object in more 
specific terms, that is, by the way in which the 
result can be achieved. 

3.3 The device claimed in claim 8 includes a method step

. -.Implementing the process of any one of claims i 
to 7. . . 

A system claim is considered to be a device claim, 
not a method or process claim. The systems must ' 
therefore be defined in terms of features of the 
device, not of steps in a method or process.
